That is espeeially true 
here in the Commonwealth, 
where it is easy to find some¬ 
thing to do to get in the spirit 
of the season, from Christ¬ 
mas parades and eoneerts 
to numerous events at our 
ehurehes, sehools and state 
parks, espeeially Blue Lieks 
Battlefield State Resort Park 
in Robertson County. 

I always enjoy the con- 
eerts and parades in Braeken, 
Fleming, Mason and Robert¬ 
son eounties, and want to 
eongratulate the grand mar¬ 
shals and give thanks to the 
organizers. 

It is worth noting that 
some of our eommunities 
have truly taken this time 
of year to heart. You ean 
find Christmas every day in 
Lawrence County, for exam¬ 
ple, and Henry County has 
Bethlehem. No matter the 
weather, Clinton County is 
never without Snow, and in 
Owsley County, couples can 
always find Mistletoe. 

Many of the traditions 
we now take for granted 
weren’t always with us. In 
the country’s early years, for 
example, some families cel¬ 
ebrated the holiday on Janu¬ 
ary 6th, since that marked 
the anniversary of the feast 
held by the wise men of the 
Bible. 

Christmas trees also 
weren’t common in Ken¬ 
tucky at first, and gifts were 
often modest. Guns and 
ammunition were among 
the most popular, which is a 
reason why the day was one 
of the busiest of the year for 
hunting. 

Today, there are some 
unique holiday activities not 
found anywhere else. Louis¬ 
ville’s Mega Cavern has the 
only underground light show 
where visitors can actually 
drive their vehicle through, 
while the Kentucky Horse 
Park near Lexington is now 
celebrating the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of its Southern Lights. 

Since food plays such an 
integral role during the holi¬ 
days, it is worth noting that 
Kentucky plays a prominent 



role here, too. According to 
the Cabinet for Economic 
Development, food manu¬ 
facturing contributes $5 bil¬ 
lion to our economy, and is 
responsible for about 14 per¬ 
cent of our manufacturing 
workforce. No surrounding 
state has a higher percentage 
of workers in this industry, 
and we outpace the national 
average as well. 

All told, there 150 food 
manufacturers and 56 others 
that produce non-alcoholic 
beverages. Some of the more 
well-known companies here 
range from Coca-Cola and 
Pepsi to Smuckers, Laura’s 
Lean Beef and Kellogg’s. 

Our farmers, of course, 
play a role in providing the 
raw material these compa¬ 
nies use. Earlier this month, 
we learned they’re on track 
to have another record year, 
with commodity sales poten¬ 
tially topping $6 billion. 

Just as we can be thank¬ 
ful for this extra bounty, we 
should also recognize the 
many others who never fail 
to do more than their fair 
share during this time of 
year. That includes those 
who are always there when¬ 
ever we need them - from 
emergency and utility work¬ 
ers to hospital staffs - and 
those who may not be able 
to be with their families be¬ 
cause they are serving their 
country overseas. 

We must also look for 
ways to help those who are 
facing difficult times, which 
can be doubly tough as we 
ready for the brunt of winter. 
Kentuckians have always re¬ 
ceived high marks for char¬ 
ity, and with that in mind, 
I encourage you to donate 
whatever you can to those in 
need. 

On a personal note, I 
hope you and your family 
are enjoying the holidays. 
With the new year just days 
away, it will soon be time for 
another legislative session. I 
will of course keep you up¬ 
dated as that moves forward 
and look forward to hearing 
your views. 

For now. Merry Christ¬ 
mas, and I wish you the best 
in 2014.

Holiday Tree Safety Tips 

A fire on any day seems 
bad, but a fire at the Holiday 
season seems to be the worst. 
Some 300 trees caught fire in 
one recent year, with electrical 
problems the most common 
culprit. Here’s how to keep 
your tree green and your pres¬ 
ents safe. 

1. When you buy your 
tree, have the vendor make 
a fresh cut an inch from the 
trunk bottom; this will help the 
tree absorb water. 

2. If you buy your tree 
early and keep it outside, store 
it away from wind and sun, 
and keep the trunk bottom in a 
bucket of water. 

3. Make sure your lights 
are safe. If you need outdoor 
lights, make sure the ones you 
buy are meant for outdoor use. 
Make sure your lights carry 
certification from a testing 
laboratory. 

4. Do not use electric 
lights on a metal tree. 

5. Discard any strings of 
lights that are frayed or bro¬ 
ken. Holiday lights are cheap. 

6. Unplug your tree before 
you leave or go to bed. 

7. Do not buy a tree that 
is dry and dropping needles. 


To check for freshness, loosely 
grip the end of a branch and 
pull your hand over it. Only a 
few needles should fall off 

8. Make sure your tree 
stand holds plenty of water, 
and do not let it run out. 

9. If your tree seems wob¬ 
bly, center it in the stand more 
securely and redo the bolts or 
screws. If your tree stand is 
cheap, buy a larger, stronger 
one. 

10. If you buy an artificial 
tree, make sure it is fire-retar¬ 
dant. 

11. Keep your tree at least 
three feet from furnaces, radia¬ 
tors and fireplaces. 

12. Try to position the tree 
near an outlet so that cords are 
not running long distances. Do 
not place the tree where it may 
block exits. 

13. When the holidays are 
over or when the tree starts to 
drop needles, dispose of it. Do 
not leave it in your house or 
put it in your garage. 

14. Keep a close eye on 
small children when they are 
around the tree; many small 
decorations and ornaments are 
sharp, breakable and can be 
swallowed.

KSP partners with local law enforcement 
to Crack Down on Drunken Drivers 


‘Drive Sober or Get Pulled Over ’ this holiday season 


This holiday season, 
Kentucky law enforcement 
will be cracking down on 
drunken drivers through¬ 
out the state during the ag¬ 
gressive Drive Sober or Get 
Pulled Over enforcement 
campaign. The Kentucky 
Office of Highway Safety 
(KOHS), in partnership 
with Kentucky State Police, 
and local law enforcement, 
kicked off the campaign, 
which runs through Jan. 1, 
2014, at a press conference 
today at Saints Pizza and Pub 
in Louisville. 

“We are giving fair warn¬ 
ing to all partygoers,” KOHS 
Director Bill Bell said. “Of¬ 
ficers will show zero tol¬ 
erance for anyone driving 
while intoxicated.” 

National data show the 
holiday season is a particu¬ 
larly deadly time due to the 
increased number of drunken 
drivers on the roads. 

In December, from 2007 
to 2011, there were 4,169 
people killed in crashes na¬ 
tionwide that involved driv¬ 
ers with blood alcohol con¬ 
centrations of 0.08 grams per 
deciliter or higher. 

“KSP will participate 
with local law enforcement 
to remove impaired drivers 
from roadways,” KSP Sgt. 
Michael Webb said. “If you 
choose to drive drunk, we 
will see you, we will stop you 
and you will be arrested.” 

To aid in keeping drunk¬ 
en drivers off the road, the 
KOHS partnered with Mo¬ 
bile Life Solutions to de¬ 
velop a “No DUI Kentucky” 
application. 

The app contains the fol¬ 
lowing: 

A one-touch dial feature 
to call the Kentucky State 
Police if a motorist needs to 
report a drunken driver 

A list of local taxi ser¬ 
vices, sober ride programs 
and limousine companies 
by working with the caller’s 
Global Positioning System 

A link to Kentucky’s 
HERO designated driver 
campaign website 


Information on laws and 
penalties for driving while 
impaired and the cost of get¬ 
ting a DUI 

A Blood Alcohol Con¬ 
centration calculator 

A feature that turns the 


camera into impairment gog¬ 
gles 

A feature to select a des¬ 
ignated driver 

The “No DUI Kentucky” 
app is available to download 
for free in the Apple App 
Store, Google Play Store and 
the Windows Phone Store. 
Or, it can be downloaded at 
www.DriveSoberKY.com. 
Georgia and Wisconsin are 
the only states to date that 
have similar applications. 

“In this day and age, most 
people have smart phones, so 
we’re putting the informa¬ 
tion directly in their hands,” 
Bell said. “We hope it will 
greatly reduce the number of 
people who choose to drink 
and drive.” 

Remember, it is never 
safe to drink and drive: Drive 
Sober or Get Pulled Over.

Augusta Panthers 
start season 5-0 

Much to the delight of 
the Augusta Panther faithful 
the season finally began on 
Monday, December 2 with 
a home game against district 
rival St. Patrick. Brent Bach 
picked up where he left off 
last season scoring 10 points 
in the 1st quarter leading 
Augusta to a 21-11 lead. In 
the 2nd quarter it was much 
of the same as the Panthers 
rolled to a 37-20 halftime 
lead. 

In the 3rd quarter 
Augusta continued to rack up 
the points stretching the lead 
to 60-37 going into the final 8 
minutes. The Panthers would

“Nice to start out the year 
with a big win,” said Coach 
Hinson, “We will have to 
make some changes due to 
Owens’ injury but injuries 
are a part of it so we have to 
adjust and move on.”

On Wednesday night 
(Dec. 4) the Augusta Panthers 
were home again to face the 
Robertson County, formerly 
Deming, Black Devils. Once 
again the Panthers came out 
hot in the 1 st quarter jumping 
out to another 10 point lead, 
20-10, on the strength of five 
3 pointers, three of them 
from Connor Maddox. The 
Black Devils outscored the 
Panthers in the 2nd quarter 
to close the gap to 35-27 at 
the break. 

In the 3rd quarter 
Robertson County was 
able to keep within striking 
distance as the two squads 
scored 16 points apiece 
making the score 51 -43. The 
Black Devils gave it their 
best shot in the 4th quarter 
but the Panthers went 10-12 
from the line to seal their 2nd 
victory, 68-59. 

“We were challenged 
tonight and came up big when 
we needed to,” said Coach 
Hinson, “We’ll continue to 
get better and stronger.”

On Saturday afternoon 
(Dec. 7th) Augusta played 
their first road game in 
Erlanger against the Lloyd 
Juggernauts. The Panthers 
got off to a sluggish start as 
the 1st quarter was a tight 
one, 16-14 Augusta. In the 
2nd quarter the Juggernauts 
continued to hang around 
and were only down 31-25 at 
halftime. 

The 3rd quarter started 
with 6 consecutive points 
by Lloyd to tie the game 
and wake up the Panthers. 
An Augusta timeout would 
break the momentum as 
the Panthers put pressure 
up and would outscore the 
Juggernauts 15-7 the rest 
of the quarter to lead 46-38 
going into the 4th quarter 
where free throws (9-11) 
once again aided the Panthers 
to their 3rd straight victory to 
open the season. 

“I don’t think we really 
woke up today until we 
started pressing in the 3rd 
quarter,” said Coach Hinson, 
“Good to play and win an 
afternoon game to prepare us 
to play anytime.”

The Panthers were back 
home for a game with the 
Bourbon County Colonels 
on Monday night (Dec. 9th).

20 or more points in the 1st 
quarter jumping all over the 
Colonels 24-11. Augusta 
would match their output in 
the 2nd quarter and led 48-27 
at the break. 

In the 3rd quarter the 
dominance would continue 
as the Panthers rout was on 
into the 4th quarter. Augusta 
at one time led by 35 points. 
But something happened 
on the way to a runaway 
victory. With the Panthers’ 
next game the following 
night Coach Hinson wanted 
to give his starters some rest. 
Bourbon County then upped 
the pressure and turned a 
blowout into a ballgame. 
The Colonels scrapped and 
clawed their way back to 
within 11 points when the 
starters returned and made 
sure the Panthers would 
improve to 4-0, 95-87. 

“We got lucky tonight to 
get out of here with a win,” 
said Coach Hinson, “Credit 


Bourbon County for not 
giving up. But we’ve got to 
finish the deal when we are 
up that many.”

Fans of Augusta and 
Bracken County wouldn’t 
have to wait long this season 
to see the Panthers and Polar 
Bears meet on the floor again 
following last year’s district 
final, won by Augusta. A 
large crowd in Brooksville 
was on hand Tuesday night 
(Dec. 10th) and saw the Polar 
Bears take early control of 
the game leading 16-13 
after 1 quarter. The Polar 
Bears continued to lead the 
Panthers in the 2nd quarter 
but couldn’t pull away too 
far as the halftime score had 
them leading 33-28. 

Augusta would make 
an adjustment at the break 
that would change the game. 
The Panthers dialed up 
the defensive pressure and 
not only took the lead but 
extended it by as many as 13 
points. The margin was 9 at 
the end of the quarter, 51-42. 
Free throws have helped the 
Panthers in the 4th quarter 
of previous games pull 
away and win easily but that 
wouldn’t be the case on this 
night. Augusta would shoot 
5-13 from the stripe in the 
4th quarter allowing Bracken 
County to keep the game 
interesting. So much so that 
a Nate Haight 3-pointer, his 
fourth of the quarter, with 6.1 
seconds to go tied the game 
at 67 all. That left Augusta 
time to go length of the floor 
for a shot at victory.

The Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources invites visitors to 
explore its newly-redesigned 
website at fw.ky.gov. 

The website features new 
applications that enhance 
navigation and functional¬ 
ity without sacrificing any 
of the valuable information 
users of the site have grown 
accustomed to having at their 
fingertips. 

“We strived to create a 
more focused site that would 
be user-friendly and would 
allow hunters and anglers 
to find the information they 
were looking for quickly,” 
said Donna Covington, in¬ 
formation technology sys¬ 
tems consultant with the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“We developed it using a re¬ 
sponsive web design so that 
no matter what platform they 
were viewing it on, whether 
it be a desktop computer, 
laptop, tablet or smartphone. 


it would be easy to read and 
navigate.” 

For the first time, visi¬ 
tors to the department’s 
website have the ability to 
access their Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife transactions, 
including license and permit 
history and telecheck infor¬ 
mation, through the “Find 
My Information” page. The 
database goes back to 1996. 

booking to get in touch 
with a conservation officer, 
conservation education pro¬ 
gram leader, fisheries biolo¬ 
gist or wildlife biologist in a 
specific county? That infor¬ 
mation is just a few clicks 
away using the “Find My 
County Contact” feature. 
Search results are sorted by 
type and include the name, 
phone number and email ad¬ 
dress for each county con¬ 
tact. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife staff partnered with 
contractor Kentucky Inter¬ 
active to develop the new 
site, which is best viewed 
using the latest versions of 
web browsers like Internet 
Fxplorer, Google Chrome, 
Mozilla Firefox and Safari. 


The department’s website 
has logged approximately 
18 million web hits this year, 
Covington said. 

As major search engines 
like Google, Bing and Ya¬ 
hoo index pages from the 
new website in the coming 
weeks, the search function 
will become fully functional. 
Bookmarks to pages on the 
previous website no longer 
will work. 

Improvements to the 
new website will be ongo¬ 
ing, Covington said. Plans 
include the development of a 
more substantial online pres¬ 
ence for public hunting areas 
by merging wildlife man¬ 
agement information with 
public hunting information, 
giving visitors the ability to 
view that information in one 
place.

FFA Soybean harvest yields in numerous ways

The harvest of the 
FFA Soybean crop at the 
Bracken Industrial Park 
took place on Dec. 2^^. 
Through the assistance of 
Mary view Farms, the high 
school agriculture science 
class members learned how 
soybeans are harvested and 
how technology is used to 
record yields, crop mois¬ 
ture and guide the combine. 
Students also measured a 


held to be entered in the KY 
Soybean Yield Contest. The 
following day, students took 
the held measurements and 
calculated the acreage of the 
total area harvested. With 
that data, they took the total 
pounds of soybeans along 
with the percentage of mois¬ 
ture in the crop and calcu¬ 
lated the bushels per acre to 
submit their entry to the state. 
In addition to this held expe¬ 
rience, the students took soil 
samples and checked the held 


for soil compaction earlier in 
the year. They learned how 
to read and understand soil 
test reports, and the impor¬ 
tance of variety selection and 
herbicide choice. One addi¬ 
tional held visit took place in 
the fall to estimate potential 
yield, evaluate leaf diseases 
using a microscope, and to 
check for nodulation on the 
roots which indicated nitro¬ 
gen fixation. 

The sale of the crop will 
beneflt the chapter programs 


and activities.

FFA Chapter and the high 
school agriculture science 
classes wish to extend great 
appreciation to Maryview 
Farms for all the help in 
planting, spraying and har¬ 
vesting the crop.

• Since the Anthony Davis- 
led Wildcats won the NCAA 
crown two seasons ago, Ken¬ 
tucky is 0-10 against ranked 
teams on the road. 

• Since the championship 
season, Calipari’s one-and-done 
style has produced won-lost 
numbers that would have got¬ 
ten Tubby Smith booed at Rupp 
Arena, 29 wins and 15 losses. 

At Chapel Hill last week, 
Calipari’s post-game body lan¬ 
guage was in glaring contrast to 
his ‘Ve ARE basketball,” pep 
rally palaver in October. Leg¬ 
end has it, a generous serving 
of crow goes down easier with 
a side dish of humble pie.
